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INTRODUCTION 

Since  its  beginning  in  1959,  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Acad- 
emy has  been  the  major  source  of  professional  training  for  the 
peace  officers  of  the  state.   In  addition  to  Police  and  Sheriff 
officers,  members  of  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol; -Fish  and 
Game  Wardens;  Brand  Inspectors;  Montana  State  Prison  officers; 
Department  of  Revenue  Investigators;  Fire  Marshal's;  Gross 
Vehicle  Weight  personnel;  U.S.  Park  Service;  Forest  Service; 
and  Air  Force  personnel;  and  officers  from  Canada  and  surround- 
ing states  are  trained  at  the  Academy. 

The  goal  of  the  Law  Enforcement  Academy  Bureau  is  to  provide 
Montana's  peace  officers  with  professional  training  on  sub- 
jects vital  to  the  law  enforcement  function.   In  order  to 
achieve  this  objective,  the  Academy  provides  an  annual  progr 
of  schools  specifically  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  law 
enforcement.   Table  I  indicates  the  Fiscal  Year  1977  progr

LEGAL  REFERENCES 

82A-1202.   AGENCIES  ABOLISHED  -  functions  transferred  to  Depart- 
ment.  The  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy  Advisory  Board,  pro- 
vided for  in  Title  75,  cv  pter  52,  R.C.M.,  in  1947,  is  abolished 
and  its  functions  are  transferred  to  the  department.   Unless  in- 
consistent with  this  act,  any  reference  in  the  Revised  Codes  of 
Montana,  1947,  to  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy  advisory 
Board  means  the  Department  of  Justice. 

75-5201.   ACT,  HOW  CITED.   This  act  may  be  cited  as  the  "Montana 
Law  Enforcement  Academy  Act." 

75-5202.  PURPOSE.-  The  purpose  of  this  act  shall  be  to  establish 
a  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy  to  provide  Montana  law  enforce- 
ment officers  .with  a  means  of  securing  additional  training  in  the 
field  of  law  enforcement. 

75-5203.   ESTABLISHMENT  OF  MONTANA  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  ACADEMY.   There 
is  hereby  established  a  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy  to  be  lo-  >. 
cated  at  one  of  the  units' of  the  University  of  Montana,  which  unit 
shall  be  selected  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided.   This  aca- 
demy shall  be  in  session  for  a  period  to  be  annually  determined 
by  the  advisory  board. 

75-5204.   ELIGIBILITY.   All  bona  fide  Montana  Law  enforcement 
officers  shall  be  eligible  to  apply  for  admission  to  this  acad- 
emy. 

75-5205.   ADVISORY  BOARD.   The  montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy 
shall  be  governed  by  an  advisory  board  composed  of  one  represen- 
tative of  each  of  the  following  organizations  or  departments  to 
be  appointed  by  the  president,  chief  executive  or  officer  in 
charge  of  each  of  the  following  departments  or  organizations: 
The  Montana  Sheriff's  and  Peace  Officers  Association,  the  Attor- 
ney General's  Office,  the  Montana  Municipal  League,  the  Montana 
County  Commissioners  Association,  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investi- 
gation, the  Montana  Police  Protective  Association,  the  Montana 
Highway  Patrol,  the  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  the  Montana 
Livestock  Commission,  the  Tribal  Police  of  one  of  the  Indian  re- 
servations located  in  Montana,  and  that  unit  of  the  University  of 
Montana  selected  as  a  site  for  the  Academy.   The  representative 
appointed  by  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission  shall  be  duly 
appointed  stock  inspector  or  detective.   The  tribal  policeman 
serving  on  the  advisory  board  each  year  will  be  a  member  of  the 
reservation  that  is  designated  for  representation  by  a  majority 
of  the  advisory  board.   The  representative  of  the  university  unit 
shall  be  selected  after  the  site  has  been  determined  by  the  other 
members  of  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy  advisory  board. 
The  members  of  the  advisory  board  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  one  year  and  shall  serve  without  compensation. 


75-5206    POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  MONTANA  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  ACAD- 
EMY ADVISORY  BOARD.   The  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy  advisory 
board  shall  have  the  power  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to: 

1.  Establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  and 
conduct  of  the  advisory  board. 

2.  Choose  a  site  for  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy 
at  the'unit  of  the  university  system  of  Montana  which  in  the

.8.'  Award  appropriate  certificates  to  the  officers  who  suc- 
cessfully complete  their  training;  which  certificate  shall  be 
signed  by  the  ^resident  of  the  selected  university  unit. 

9   Provide  for  the  keeping  of  permanent  records  of  enrol- 
lment ,'  attendance,  graduation  and  such  other  records  as  the  board 

may  deem  necessary. 

10  Make  a  yearly  report  in  writing  of  the  activities  ol  tne 
academy.

75-5207.   RIGHTS  OF  OFFICERS  ATTENDING  ACADEMY.   All  officers  shall 
be  paid' their  regular  salary  during  their  attendance  at  the  acad- 
emy  and  time  spent  in  such  attendance  shall  not  be  deducted  from 
the'vacation  to  which  any  attending  officer  is  entitled.   No  officer 
shall  lose  any  pension,  seniority  or  other  rights  by  reason  of 
attendance  at  the  academy. 

75-5208   EXPENDITURE  OF  FUNDS.   The  expenditure  of  funds  by  any 
city,  town,  municipality  or' county  for  the  board,  room  and  travel 
expenses  of  the  officers  attending  the  academy  shall  be  a  lawful 
expenditure. 


MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


As  the  following  table  indicates,  Fiscal  Year  1977,  was  a  year 
of  increased  participation  in  the  Law  Enforcement  Academy  Bur- 
eau program.   A  record  number  of  officers  graduated  from  Che 
various  LEAB  schools,  and  a  record  number  of  schools  were 
conducted.

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  five  Basic  schools  were 
conducted.   As  a  result  of  the  continual  evaluation  process,  it 
was  possible  to  revise  the  Basic  school  curriculum  to  266  hours. 
This  was  accomplished  by  consolidating  several  courses,  and  elim- 
inating duplication  in  others.   The  23rd  Session  was  the  first  of  : 
the  revised  Basics  to  be  conducted. 

In  an  effort  to  maintain  professional  expertise,  several  staff 
members  participated  in  training  programs  offered  by  other  agencies. 
This  training  included  the  Crime  Prevention  Institute,  Hostage 
Negotiations,  and  Managing  Criminal  Investigations.   In  addition, 
one  staff  member  was  accepted  to  the  FBI  National  Academy. 

Besides  the  training  offered  by  the  Academy,  the  LEAB  provided 
an  instructor  for  Yellowstone  National  Parks  in-service  training 
for  law  enforcement  Rangers. 


Problems: 


The  major  problem  facing  the  LEAB  during  FY77  was  the  efforts  by 
the  Board  of  Regents  to  move  the  Academy  to  Western  Montana  Col- 
lege.  A  committee  from  the  Academy  Advisory  council  and  the 
P.O.S.T.  council  investigated  WMC,  as  well  as  Northern  and  East- 
ern Montana  Colleges,  and  determined  that  the  Academy  should 
remain  at  MSU.   Numerous  meetings  were  held  in  regards  to  this 
problem.   The  Montana  Sheriff's  and  Peace  Officer's  Association 
went  on  record  opposing  any  move,  and  this  position  was  the 
concensus  of  the  majority  of  law  enforcement  officers.
